and  Hosepipes 


Hydrants  used  for  supplying  water  for  vessels  are  of  the  processed 
type  built  into  the  quayside  structure,  and  extension  to  the  hydrant  is 
provided  by  a  short  stand  pipe  which  enables  the  supply  hosepipe  to  be 
connected  above  the  quay  level.  In  practice,  as  a  precautionary 
measure,  the  stand  pipe  is  "flushed"  on  each  occasion  before  the 
hosepipe  is  connected. 

When  not  in  use,  the  stand  pipe  is  discoa'-.ected ,  1  yurant  capped 
and  th.e  well  is  then  cohered  by  a  protective  close-fitting  plate  set 
flush  with  the  quayside.
